Rev. Downing and his wife 
came to Tyendinaga about a year 
and a half ago , and right away, 
he became an enthusiastic resear: 
cher of early Canadian Indian 
History. His parish is a very his- 
torical site, and his work revived 
interest throughout the Quinte 
district in the role of the Mohawks 
as the first Christian settlers in 
the area. One interesting discov- 
ery of Mr. Downing’s wos the 
grave of John Ochechuskoh, a 
Mohawk, believed to be the first 
lay Anglican cathechist in North 
America. 

Rev. Downing was devoted 
to the Indians, and oftenreferred 
to them as " his own people". He 
raised enough money to repoint 
Christ Church and recently started 
an organ fund for All Saints 
Church. This fund is being contin- 
ued in his memory, and donations 
were given in lieu of Flowers. 

Mr. Downing is survived by 
his wife, the former Glenys Tay - 
lor, and two daughters, Mrs. Ford 
Hutchings ( Anne ) and Miss Mar- 
garet Downing, both of Toronto. 
His first wife, Laura Kathleen 
Courtney predeceased him several 
years ago. 

~ He rested at White & Morris 
Funeral Home until noon Sunday 
when he laid in state at Christ 
Church until the funeral at 2p.m. 
on Monday. The service was con- 
ducted by Rural Dean Dunning of 
Adolphstown, Archdeacon McCon 
nell of Belleville, Rev. A.F.Dow 
dell of Deseronto, and the ser - 
mon was delivered by Bishop K. 
C. Evans. A large number of cler 
gymen were present for the service 
and the church was filled to cap- 
acity. 

Interment was in the Mohawk 
Cemetery at Christ Church.

Of all the many mysteries con-

Pur- 
chasing he believes, will not 
be protected in the same man- 
ner as Doctors and Lawyers, due 
to the fact that a t present, com- 
panies can set up a Purchasing 
group on their own. Purchasing 
agents rely on their Association 
and their own code of ethics. 
They are exposed on all sides 
and are subjected to embellish- 
ments and bandishments. The 
Purchasing Agent could have a 
tendency to rely too muchon 
outside suppliers and inside pipe- 
lines. They work too often from 
requisitions only and these re- 
quisitions dictate their daily 
workload. The Purchasing Agent 
would not wait for requisition 
to arrive at the desk. He should 
be ina position tohelpin al I 
matters and should be ready to 
make suggestions. 

Proper human relations must 
be used by Purchasing at all 
times, and we must remember to 
handle people with proper bus- 
iness etiquette. It must be rem- 
embered that when salesman call 
on Purchasing, they are repre- 
senting their company, but when 
they return back to their com- 
pany they inturn, are represent- 
ing a customer, particularly the 
Purchasing Agent. It is there- 
fore Purchasing's responsibility 
to see that he is properly repre- 
sented. The Purchasing Agent 
must at all times keep his man- 
agement informed of what he is 
doing.

The first summer semester in 
agriculture to be offered at the 
Kempville College of Agricul- 
tural Technology will begin May 
5th and end August Ist, it was 
announded by Dr. F. A. Stinson 
Principal of the College. 

In announcing this new de- 
parture, Dr. Stinson noted that 
much greater use can be made of 
College facilities by moving to 
the trimester program. 
Hasti-Agri-Gram-April 3, 1969. 

The College Farm will pro- 
vide excellent opportunity for 
crop production studies and man 
agement decisions where soils 
and farm equipment are involved 
during the growing season, The 
new trimester program will run 
concurrently with the home econ: 
omics semesters successfully start 
‘ed a year ago. 

Students can begin studies, 
in May, September, or Jan. It 
will now be possible to complete 
diploma requirements in agricul- 
ture in four seccessive semesters 
or to take longer if the student 
requires more time. 

Through a wide selection of 
elective courses, students will 
have a much greater flexibility 
in choice of subjects. This 
choice of subjects can be ex- 
tended to persons who may wish 
to take one or more courses 
without acquiring a diploma in 
agriculture.

Garden Hints 


The bulbs of forced tulips, 
hyacinths, and daffodils, etc. 
must be allowed to mature wher 
they have finished blooming, say 
horticulturists with the Ontario 
Department of Agriculture and 
Food. Make sure they have suf- 
ficient light and water to keep 
the leaves green. This enables 
the bulbs to store enough food 
for next year's growth. When 
the leaves begin to turn yellow 
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reduce watering and let the bulbs 
dry out. Store these for fall 
Planting or put them in the gar- 
den this spring. The same bulbs 
should not be forced again next 
year. 

Rake lawns in the spring as 
soon as the ground is dry, but 
before the growth begins, recom- 
mend Ontario Department of Agr- 
iculture and Food horticulturists. 
Spring raking should be | i ght 
enough toremove only dead 

leaves and twigs. For this purpose, 
a leaf broom is handier than a 
heavy steel rake. Don't try to 
take all the dead grass out of the 
lawn. It will rot and disappear. 

Most lawns require about 
four applications of fertilizer 
each year, say horticulturists with 
the Ontario Department of Agri- 
culture and Food. The first appli- 
cation should be givenin early 
spring before active growth be- 
gins. Turf fertilizers such as 12- 
2-6, 10-6-4, or 7-7-7, are 
suitable for lawns. Follow dir- 
lections on the bag for rates of ap- 
plication. Care must be taken to 
make a uniform distribution with 
no unfertilized strips. 

The protective mulch on the 
strawberries and other tender gar- 
den plants should not be removed 
in spring until the danger of sev- 
ere frost has passed. Horticultur- 
ists with the Ontario Department 
of Agriculture and Food advise 
that late frost damage may be avo- 
ided if the mulch removal is delay 
ed. It is also wise to leave prot- 
ection on shrubs and evergreens 

until danger of severe frost has 
passed. If the protection is re- 
moved too early, cold nights 
and harsh dry winds can easily 
cause frost damage to plantsthat 
have been protected all winter.

WHAT IS 
BIGNESS ? 


Considerable confusion exists 
in the viewpoints of many farm 
operators. The common compla 
ment is that everyone seems to be 
telling the farmer that he has to 
get bigger. The trouble is t h at 
this question of bigness is too 
often interpreted in terms of ac- 
res or of numbers of cows. This 
is particularly true in the dairy 
industry, where the farmer thinks 
in many cases the bigness means 
doubling his herd. My interpre- 
tation of business is the most and 
best production that can be ach- 
evied as a result of the individ - 
uals efforts. To me, a more cor- 
rect saying is " better before big- 
ger then big enough to meet re - 
quirements ". Let's take a look 
at the dairy industry as an exam- 
ple. If the average milk cow 
produces 7500 Ibs. at the present 
time, and the provincial Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association 
average is 10,500 or better, then 
we have a lot of opportunities to 
get better within the same frame- 
work we presently own. If in the 
crop world, our country average 
for barley is 44.2 bushels per 
acre, and the provincial aver- 
age is 46.3 bushels per acre, 
then there is not much of a dif- 
ference. But at the same time 
acrop summary we conducted 
inthe county in 1968, showed 
that this group averaged 58.6 
with top yields inthe 90 bushel 
class then there isareal chance 
to get better in the crop produc- 
tion. 

In recent articles, | wrote 
about the possibilites of the rel- 
atively small shipper getting in- 
to the bulk milk business, the sug 
gestions made are still valid. They 
have been discussed with many 
shippers throughout the county.|t 
is quite obvious that many people 
object to the thoughts of the bulk 
milk system because it seems to 
tell them that they have to have 
a bigger operation. What | was 
trying to suggest ina _ positive 
way==-that there is an opening 
for many of our smaller shippers 
in the bulk business and at costs 
they can afford. 

Industrial milk shippers who 
have made decisions to get big- 
ger have to take into considera- 
tion two or three basic points. 
First of all, if we think of med- 
ium quality cows with produc 
tion of about 10,000 Ibs., the 
cost of producing milk per hun 
dred sveight decreases sharply 
only up to about a 30-cow size. 
Beyond 30 cows, this decreased 
cost disappears and the returns 
have to be considered strictly os 


9 straight production operation 
Most important is the fact that 
there is a good deal of variation 
in costs among farms producing 
the same amount of milk. As a

"Don't press the panic button 
the inspector warned his listen- 
ers. “Police have traditionally 
been silent on these things, but 
within the last few years we have 
felt we should acquaint citizens 
with the ‘otal picture. Some com 
munities still bury their heads i n 
the sonds over this issue. 

C.G. Mersereau, supervisor 
of program for the separate sch- 
oo! board, told the group the spec 
ific drugs discussed, marijuana, 
amphetamines, barbiturates, and 
LSD, are not the problem. 

"Next year we will be dis - 
cussing new drugs, as yet unheard 
of," he said "The problem is not 
specific drugs, it goes deeper, 
to the problem of alienated youth 
Until we get to the heart of this 


we won't solve anything. " 
Msgr. James Sullivan said 


the problem of alcohol and druc 
abuse is serious in Belleville, al- 
though only a tew young people 
are involved. 

"The situation is serious be- 
cause the rehabilitation picture 
~ is so poor," he asserted. 

Inspector Blatchford urged 
parents, who discover their child 
ren using drugs, to inform the 
police. But first, he suggested 
the parents should seek the ad- 
vice of their family doctor or 
clergymen, and arrange psycho- 
logical counselling for themsely- 
es and the child. 

"But we need your co-opera- 
tion in finding the source of 
supply," he said. "We are not 
interested in jailing those who 
transgress once or twice. We will 
send a senior, plainclothes off- 
icer to question your child in 
your presence. By correlation of 
the bits of information we thus 
gain from each user, we can ob- 
tain a picture of the drug situa- 
tion here and take steps to over- 
come it."

ARDA Roughland Study Undertak- 
en This Year. 

A program of research and 
development into the potential 
uses of roughland pasture in 
Ontario has been approved by the 
ARDA Administration, it was an- 
nounced by the Minister of Aari- 
culture and Food for Ontario Hon 
Wm. A. Stewart, and the Feaenl 
Minister of Regional Economic 
Expansion, Hon. Jean Marchand 

Research conducted by ARDA 
from 1963 to 1968 has establish- 
ed that there are approximately 
1.3 million acres of roug.h pas- 
ture land in Ontario with poten- 
tial for agricultural purposes. 
Much of this land could be utili- 
zed with the introduction of the 
newer grasses and legumes, such 
as bird's Foot trefoil. 

The project just approved will 
provide for practical field work 
and study in the countries of 
Bruce, Grey Dudferin, Manitou- 
lin Island, Victoria, Leeds ,Gren- 
ville and Carleton. During the 
two years of this work, efforts 
will be made to measure the ex- 
tent to whichthe development of 
roughland pastures will assist in 
improving the economic status of 
tural people and shallow soils. 

The supervisor of the project 
will be Prof. J. E. Winch,of the 
Crop Science Department at the 
Ontario Agricultural College, 
University of Guelph, and the 
project will end Mar. 31, 1971.
